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THE ELONGATED STORY 

An elongated coin is made by a coin, token, medal or metal 
blank being forced between two steel rollers. An engraving is on 
one or both of the rollers an as the coin passes through the 
rollers it is squeezed or elongated from the original round 
shape to on of an oval and the engraved design is impressed into 
the coin at the same time. 

The first elongated coins known were produced at the WORLDS 
COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION in Chicago in 1893. There have been rumors 
of @ couple of elongateds that were supposed to have been rolled 
before this time but no concrete evidence has been brought forth 
to verify this so therefore the Columbian pieces are assumed to 
be the first. 

The rolling of elongateds seemed to be rather popular for 
the first 23 years of their existance and a large amount were 
rolled between 1893 and 1916. Then for some unknown reason there 
was a Slack period between 1916 and 1932. During this period I 
can account for only 4 dated pieces, these being Dow numbers 
PEN-SCE 1, 2, and 3 of 1926 and CANADA 1 of 1919. There was also 
an undated piece, Dow number, OFP 2 showing the "Spirit of St. 
Louis" which was most likly rolled in 1927. 

Then after 1932 momentum seemed to regenerate and the amount 
of coins rolled has steadily increased until today they are being 
produced at such a rapid rate that it is nearly impossible for a 
collector to keep up with them all. Some of the earlier collectors 
are still trying to get everything that is produced, but the 
majority of todays collectors specialize in one or more fields 
and collect only those coins which refer to a specialized subject. 
For example some collect all pieces that refer to the space prog- 
ram, while others prefer political, Christmas, or Exposotions. 
Some collect by roller and try to obtain everything produced by 
one specific roller. 

There are several different types of dies such as the die 
with a center hole that fits over the main shaft of the rolling 
machine, another that the die and shaft are all one piece and 
still another called a segment die of which each segment forms @ 
portion of the roller, and each segment can be removed or re- 
Placed independently of the other segments. I would tend to be- 
lieve that each type has its own advantages and disadventages. 
My machine has the type with center hole and it fits over the 
main shaft and is held in place with a key-way. I use 3 engrav- 
ings per roller and when finished with the dies they are dest- 
royed by grinding criss cross lines thru the engraving. I then 
roll a few coins from this destroyed die to verify that the 
original engraving has been destroyed and then grind out the 
engraving completely. The roller is then ready for the junk man. 

The cost of the blank rollers will vary because of the type 
or style, and because of the type steel used, and also because 
of machinist rates in your particular area. The rollers I use 
cost me $12.00 each and by getting 3 engravings to each roller 
it figures out to $4.00 per die for the blanks. 

Now the engraving costs are a different matter. There are 
several different methods of engraving and the method used is 
what determines the cost. The simplest and least expensive are 
those that are punched into a die from a set of number & letter 
stamps or punches. The stamp or punch is simply set in the de- 
sired position and given a tap with a hammer just as you would 
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do with a center punch. It is practically impossible to produce 
a die in this manner except those that belong in the most crude 
catagory. 

Then there are the 2 and 3 dimensional pant-o-graph engrav— 
ing machines. Most modern elongateds were engraved by the pant- 
o-graph until the last 2 or 3 years, when chemical milling has 
taken over. The pant=-o-graph is a tracing operation that reduces 
a design from a large template or pattern down to the desired 
size on the roller. The 2-D machine reduces the design in both 
height and width, while the 3=D machine also reduces the depth. 
The 2=D machine operates from a line drawn template, while the 
3-D machine requires a sculptered template or model. An average 
cost per engraving on a 2-D machine will vary from about $35.00 
to $75.00 depending on how intricate the design is which deter- 
mines the length of time the engraver must spend on it. A good 
3-D engraving will cost a minimum of $150.00 and this doesnt 
include sculptoring costs for the model. A good example of the 
3—D work is the Presidents Series by Ralph Jones. An example of 
a 2—D pant-o-graph is my own series on Statehood. 

By far the most popular method in use today is the chemical 
milling process. I believe it would be a fair estimate to say 
that at least 75% of all present day elongateds are produced by 
this method. This is a method similar to a photo etch and aitho- 
ugh this method can produce a really "sloppy" engraving in the 
hands of an amatuer, the master of this method has produced many 
beautiful elongateds. I am not really familiar with this process 
but it is my understanding that an engraving of this type done 
by a@ capable operator will cost in the area of $25.00 to $50.00. 

The type of engraving that is my own personal preference is 
those which are engraved by hand. The 2-—D and 3~D and chemical 
milled pieces are a transfer and reduction of an artists drawing 
or a sculptors model and this transfer and reduction is done by 
machinery or photographic equipment. The ( 
hand engraving is layed out directly on Looney ~~ 
the die and is then cut out with a small 
extremely sharp littie tool called a 
graver which looks like a cross between a paring knife and a 
screw driver with a very short stubby handle. A very small amount 
of metal is cut from the die with each stroke andit is an extre- 
mely slow process. For example my "Lucky Dollar", IND.#22 took me 
nearly 40 hours of engraving time. I can not really estimate a 
cost on a die of this type because I know of no hand engravers 
today that will engrave dies for elongated coins except for their 
own use. 

The coins described in this catalog include all the issues 
I have rolled to date. There are two types of engravings repres- 
ented, that being the 2—D pant-oegraph and the hand engravings. 
Some of these pieces I think are real nice and I am quite proud 
of them, and on the other hand you will find others listed here 
that are not so good and ef which I am not so proud. However re=- 
gardless of my personal feelings about them, I have listed alli. 

This book is being issued strictly as a reference book for 
the benefit of the collector of elongated coins. PLEASE DO NOT 
ATTEMPT TO ORDER COINS FROM THIS CATALOG as there are many issues 
listed that are unavailable. If you are interested in a particu~ 
lar coin you may write me your inquiry or ask for a price list.

GRAVER 
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GRAB SLOTS —— LARGE OR SMALL 








In my early years of coin rolling the majority of my coins 
were engraved on a 2=D pant-oegraph by the Dave Overman Engraving 
Co. Of Indianapolis, Ind. I think Dave did an excellant job of 
engraving, but as this was 2 new thing to both of us, neither of 
us realized the need for a larger and deeper grab slot. By grab 
slot I refer to the small cresent shaped line that you will find 
at one or both ends of nearly every elongated coin. This is nec- 
essary for the die to get that first bite into the coin, which 
causes the coin to be pulled through the rollers to become elong- 
ated. At the end of the year I would want to roll five piece sets 
consisting of a cent, nickel, dime, quarter, and half dollar. In 
trying the larger coins I discovered the grab slot was neither 
large enough nor deep enough to pull the coin through. It was then 
necessary to grind the slot out larger and this of course shows on 
the coin. I didnt even realize this at the time and therefore no 
record was kept as to the amount of coins having the large grab 
slot. Since I do not have an accurate record of these large slot 
pieces, I can not report a mintage, so therefore I am not consid- 
ering these pieces as varieties. If the collectors wish to class 
them as varieties that is their perogative. For the benifit of 
those that might be interested I shall list below the coins which 
are known to be issued with both a small and a large grab slot. it 
is certain that a very small amount of the large slots exist but 
an exact mintage I do not know.
